Applicant's amendment of 6-7-02 has been considered. Claims 1-61 have been 
cancelled, thus the previous rejections have been rendered moot. New claims 62-97 are pending, 
and are drawn to a preferred embodiment on pages 91-94, and species on pages 227-257. ' 



Claims 66 and 67 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim must refer to previous claims in an alternative language. See 
MPEP § 608.0 l(n). Accordingly, the claims 66 and 67 have not been further treated on the 
merits. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 62-65, and 68-97 are allowed. The closest reference, Blagg et. al. (US 
6,180,627), teaches substituted amino-pyridone-methyl-carboxamide compounds. However, the 
disclosed compounds have a bicyclic heterocycle at the location corresponding to the instant 
variable Y°, whereas the claimed formula has a monocyclic heterocycle at that position. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
